flanking operations. This defence of 
the Turks, be said, bad been prepar- 
ed with every ingenuity of the Ger- 
man military ming and it bad been 
under way since Japuary.

As we 
were ravenously hungry because we 
had to work hard we were compelled 
to rummage among the garbage for 
food and even ate rats and mice. We 
also got bones, human bones they 
were soinetimes, which we boiled to 
make soup. In 25 days sixty men 
out of the 260 in my section died 
from hunger, exhaustion, and ex- 
posure. Five men committed suicide, 
, three attempted to escape and were 
> shot. 
On January 23 my comrade, Niku 
~Cratia, and I decided to escape, Our 
filght was favered by an Austrian 
soldier, a native of Bukowina, who 
gave us a knife and a box of matches, 
We hoped to catch some animal, kill 
* ft and cook it.) We walked for three 
days in the direction of the Italian 
lines with nothing to eat, but we fn- 
ally reached the ruins of a village 
_where we found a pigsty. We took 
shelter bere and found some potato 
peelings and turnips, which we ate. 
On the following day I wént out in 
search of food and nearly caught a 
stray chicken, but I heard voices and 
Tan_back to the pigsty. My comrade 
was exhaust but when night came 
on I made bith get up and we both 
went out in the snow. He could 
hardly walk and wept like. a child, 
begging me to give him 4 piece of 
bread. The cold was intense. We 
reached another village compietety in 
ruins and we could hear the Italian 
guns very near. We.could not find 
anything to eat and my comrade was 
more dead than alive. We slept durc- 
ing the day and when night came on 
I tried to arouse my comrade, but 
he wasj dead. : ‘ 
“Just then I distinctly heard the 
characteristic sound of machine gun 
fire and I know I was néar the first 
Hne tremehes, I decided to go on, 
and after two hours I crossed, or 
rather crawled, through the Austrian 
lines, where the men were having 
hot coffee served out to them. The 
smell of the coflee drove me crazy. 1 
could mo longer resist and I shouted 
out in the hope of being discovered. 
I knew I would be shot, but then I 
hoped that I would taste the coffse. 
I tried hard to shout but failed.. I 
had completely lost my yoice. I must 
have lost consefousness because I lost 
count of time and must have slept 
- for many//hours before my mind 
cleared and I;decided to go on. It 
was still dark, possibly another day 
had gone by, and as I crawled on, 
belng too weak to walk upright, 1 
tumbled into a dugout, where an off- 
cer was asleep. - 
“Probably he was dreaming of 
food and mistook me for the spectre 
of hunger. I stood still and waited. 
When I knew that the officer was 
sound asleep again from his regular 
breathing I crawled out and carefully 
climbed over the parapet of a trench, 
letting myself fall on the opposite 
side. . The snow wasehigh and soft 
and I fell without nolse. Besides, the 
Austrians, like their officer, were all 
asleep, 1 already felt free, but I had 
to get over the wire entanglements 
‘and crawl over such a long stretch of 
ground that 1 thought I had made a 
mistake and that tbe Austrian trench 
'y left-behind me was merely a sup- 
port position. As I hesitated what to 
do, a voice came out of the darkness:

Germany Needs Leather, 

Germany shows exactly one sign 
of weakening and no more, says Dr. 
Joveph S. Ames, professor of physics 
at Johns Hopkins university. He 
saw war activity for more than six 
weeks as a member of the National 
Research council sent by the Govern- 
ment to make scientific observations 
to enable the United States to render 
the most efficient possible service to 
«her allies in the conduct-of the war. 
_ “That one sign of weakness," Dr. 
Ames added, ‘‘is #hoe leather. I saw 
thousands of German prisonerg while 
I was in France, and in none was 
there the slightest sign of want or 
privation except shoes, They all 
wore shoes that were in bad sbape,’ 
and that, you know, is an important 
sign, for a badly shod army (is a 
H half-crippled army.”

A Natural Barometer. 


One of the simplest. of Nature's 
barometers is a spider's web. When 
there is a prospect of wind or rain, 
the spider shortens the filaments by 
which its web is sustained and leaves 
it in this state as Jong as the weather 
is variable. If it elongates its 
threads, It is a sign of fine calm wea- 
ther, the duration of which may. be 
judged by the length to which the 
threads are let out, If the spider 
remains inactive, it is a sign of rain; 
if it keeps at work during rain, the 
downpour will not last long and will 
be followed by fine weathet. Obser- 
vation bas taught that the spider 
makes changes in its web every 
twenty-four hours, and that, if such 
changes are made in the evening just 
before sunset; the night will be clear 
and beautiful, 


speedy Freight Handling. 


Some fine work was accomplished 
by the Port of London Authority the 
other week Jn the rapid discharge of 
cargoes, says Tit-Bits. Six thousand

The Russiap Revolution is so near 
to us that it is quite impossible yet 
to estimate its full magnitude, says 
The London Spectator. Already, 
however, we know enough to be able 
to say that it is one of the greatest 
events in the world’s history, most 
nearly comparable to the French Re- 
volution of 1789. That it Is not 
entirely: the outcome of the war is 
suMficiently obvious, No such great 
event as this conld have been produc- 

{ed without long preliminary work. 
| Before the war that work, as far as 
‘can be gathered, was almost entirely 
; one by the idealist section of Rus- 
alan society, backed by a Socialist 
movement among the working class- 
es, Doubtless pure idealism finds

Fhe British Govern- 
ment brought Holland to agree to export 
equal quantities to both belligerents. How- 
ever, it appears that even yet the agrce- 
ment is being violated by the Dutch, half 
as much again of meat, fish and dairy pro- 
duce going to Germany for the first three 
months of 1917 as to England. Besides 
there is, says Mr. van der Veer, a vast deal 
of smuggling on the Dutch frontier, which 
the Government is-not very Geen to stop. 
If such is the state of affairs in Hol- 
land, what must be the conditions in Swed- 
en, a notoriously pro-German country, the 
one ‘friend the Germans and Turks have 
among the nations of the earth? Sweden 
also has had great advantages of situation 
compared with Holland. Net being open 
to blockade by our fleets, and having no 
colonies, like-Holland to lose, Sweden can- 
not so easily be squeezed into agreements. 
Nor is she so open to German aggression 
as Holland. She can afford to sup a little 
with the devil as she has a longer spoon to 
do it with. All those northern neutral. 
countries may be firmly handled by the 
United States without any misgivings of 
doing them unmerited wrong. it -will be 
ultimately for their own good.

The Nesult of Waste. 

A single slice of bread seems an 
unimportant thing. In many house- 
holds one or more slices of bread 
daily are thrown away and not used 
for human food, Sometimes stale 
quarter—or half—loaves are thrown 
out. Yet one good-sized slice of 
bread—such as a child likes to cut— 
welghs an ounce. It contains almost 
three-quarters of an ounce of flour. 

If every one of the country’s 2,- 
000,000 homes castes on the aver- 
age only one such slice of bread a 
day, the country is throwing away 
datly over 1,500,000 ounces of flour 
or nearly enough figur for 95,000 
one-pound Joaves.a day. 

Fourteen and: nine-tenths bushels 
of wheat on the average are raised 
Per acre. It would take the fruit of 
some 47,000 acres just to provide a 
single slice of bread to be wasted 
dally in every home. To produce 
this much Gour calls for an army of 
farmers, railway men, Sour-mill peo- 
ple. To get the flour to the cénsum- 
er calla for many freight cars‘ and 
the use of many tons of coal.

rea It is the intchtion of the Government immediately to exercise the power which the Act confers 

and to calt out men.for military service in order to provide reinforcements for the Canadian Forces. 
This is necessary since the military authorities report that the reserves available or in sight for rein- 
forcement will shortly be exhausted unless this step be taken,

since Ist January, 1883. Of § Class all those will be entitled to conditional exemption whose 
services in their present occupations, agricultural. industrial or other, are essential in the national 
interest, and whose business or domestic responsibilities are such that serious hardship would ensue 
if their services be required! Conscientious scruples based upon a prohibition of combatant service 
by the articles of faith of the religious denomination to which men belong will also be respected. The 
men first required to serve will consequently be those who can be called upon with the least dis- 
turbance of the economic and social life of the country. 


Civil Tribunals to deal with exemptions 

Questions of exemption will be determined, not by the military authorities or by the Government, 
but by civil tribunals composed of representative men who are familiar with local conditions in the 
communities in which they sgrve, who will generally have personal knowledge of the economic and 
family reasons which those whose cases come before them have had for not volunteering their services 
and who will be able sympathetically to estimate the weight and importance of such reatons. Provin- 
cial Appellate Tribunals constituted from the existing judiciary of the respective provinces will be 
provided to correct mistakes made by Local Tribunals, and a Central Appeal Tribunal for the whole 
of Canada, selected from among the present Judges of the Supreme f Canada, will be con- 
stituted in order that identical principles may be applied throughout the country. In this way every 
man may rest assured of the fair and full consideration of his circumstances and the national require- 
ments both, civil and military. 


Proclamation will annource the day 
A proclamation will issue calling out the bachelors and widowers referred to and fixing a day 
on or before which every man must report for service to the military authorities unless he has before 
that day made an application for exemption. 


How to apply for exemption 
Applications for exemption mzy be made by written notice on forms which will be av: ailable at 
every pcst office, and will be transmitted free of postage. They will not, howéver, be required to be 
made in thi: way, but may be presented by the applicants i in person to the exemption tribunals. The 
cases of those who have given written notice in advance will take precedence, and appearance in 
~.. sperson will therefore be likely to involve considerably more inconvenience and delay to the men con- 
cemed, so that it is recommended that advantage be generally taken of the facilities for written appti- 
cation, 


Exemption Tribunals in-all parts of Canada 

The local exe:nption tribunals will be constituted with the least delay possible, consistent with the 

selection of representative individuals to compose them, and the instruction of the members in their 
* duties. ‘There will be more than gone thousand of such triburals throughout Canada, each consisting 
; of two members, one of whom will be nominated by a Joint Committee of Parliament, and the other 
\ by one of the Judges of the existing Courts. Every effert will be made by the wide distribution of 
tribunals, and by provision where necessary for their sitting in more than one place, to minimise the 

inconvenience to which men will be put in obtaining the disposition of their cases. 

A Registrar } will be appointed in each Province, who will be named in the proclamation and to 
whom enquiries may be addressed. Each Provincial Registrar will transmit to the appropriate tribunal 
the applications for exemption which have been submitted in advance of the sittings, and men who have 
sent these in will not be required to attend the tribunals until peciee to do so. Other applicants 
should ‘attend personaily on the tribunal without notice. 


How to report for service 
Men who do not desire to claim exemption will report to the military authorities for setvice 
F cither by mail or in person at any time after the issue of the proclamation. Forms of report by mail 
will be found in all post offices, and, like applications for exemption, will be transmitted free of

>No man who reports for service will, although he may be medically examined’ and passed as fit, 
be required to go into camp or join a battalion until after a day fixed by the proclamation sufficiently 
tate to permit of the disposition by the local tribunals of most, if not all, of the applications for exemp- 
tion which may come before them. ‘Thus no advantage will be gained by delaying or disadvantage 
incurred by prompt report for service on the part of those who do not intend to apply for exemption. 


Facilities for immediate medical examination

Immediately upon the issue ofthe proclamation, medical boards will sit at every mobilization , 


centre for the examination of men who report for service or who, subject to their right within the time 

limited to apply for, exemption, desire to have their physical fitness determined in order to allay any 

doubt as to their physical condition, or to know definitely and in advance whether there is @ possibility 

of their services being required. Certificates of physical unfitness issued by these Medical Boards will 

be accepted without any further investigation by exemption tribunals when they sit. Mer found 
4 physically fit who have not reported for service may nevertheless apply for exemption on any of the’ 
prescribed grounds, including even their physical condition if dissatisfied with the Medical Board's 
conclusion.

‘Notice to join the colors 

As reinforcenients are required, notice to report at the nearest mobilization centre will be given 
fron time to time to the men found iiable and passed as fit for service. Disobedience of such notice 
will render the offender liable to punishment, but punishment for failure to'report for military ‘service, 
or to report subsequently for duty when called upon, will be imposed ordinarily by the civil magistrates;' 
offenders, however, will remain .iable for the performance of their military duties notwithstanding 
any civil punishment which nay be imposed and will be liable to military punishment in cases.in which: 
civil proceedings are not.taken.

Fish supplies the body with material for building 
and repair, and with cnergy for heat and muscular 
work. The,value of any food to the body is reck- 
oned upon its vield of digestible nutrients, chiefly in 
the form of protein, fat, starch and sugar. ‘The 

demand for it frequently depends upon its cost. 
Like meat, eggs, and milk, fish yields a great 
deal of protein (the chief body-building material),

The energy value of a fvod is reckoned in 
calories, ‘The calorie is the unit of heat or energy 
generated in the human body by, the assimilation of 
a certain amount of food. In other words, the heat 
necessary to raise four pounds of water one degree 
Fahrenheit is one calorie; or, the amount of energy 
requiredsto raise one pound one foot, is one caloric.

PREPARATION. 

When fresh fish are prepared dy. sealing or 
skimming, they should be wiped with a cleaa, dry 
cloth, and placed in a dry place. If put in cold 
water, food substance will be dissolved, and so lost. 

Before boiling, salt fisii must be soaked for sev- 
eral hours in cold, unsalted water to remove some of 
the salt. This water: should be. chanewed soveral 
times, or, better, plave the pan eontaining the fish 
under a tap, which is allowed to drip; this ensuring, 
constant change of water. ' 

Frozen fish must be placed in cold water to hare 
the frost drawn out. When this is completed, elean 
and prepare as any other fish, and cook. in any 
desired form. This kind of fish is just as -nutritions 
as any other fish, and its cheapness should make it 
more widely known.

That they are disloyal _ because 
they are not keen on war, fs not a 
final statement. Many of their sons 
have enlisted and ars fighting® for 
freedom, Canada, and the British 
Empire. There are many Galicians 
fn the ranks. Many Canadian citi- 
zens with German names offered and 
Many were refused. Many who suc- 
ceeded in enlisting were sent back 
when they got to England. The 
enemy-allens, so-called, were at least 
as eager to do their duty as the 
native-born Canadians. 

It is a safe guess that any enemy- 
allen who {s bad enough not to be 
allowed to vote is bad enough to be 
interned. Nobody would object to a 
Franchise Act which would exclude 
interned aliens or-such as refuse to 
take the oath of allegiance when 
asked, To go further than that Is to 
trespass on our charter of ‘freedom. 
Uncle Sam, who has had experience 
witb all sorts of aliens for a hundred 
and forty years back, has nover 
dealt with them by taking away their 
votes, His belief is that the cure for 
democracy is more democracy, but the 
Borden Government thinks the other 
way about. Its idea of rule is the 
horsewhlp. . 

After the war Js over Uncle Sam 
will be able to say “I took away no- 
body's vote.” Canada will have to 
say, “I did, but it was because Sir 
Robert Borden wanted to win an 
election.” The new friend from 
Europe, hesitating between Canada 
and the United States will say, “Me 
for the United States where my vote 
is safe.” 

The War Time Elections’ Act is 
fraught with apprehensions for the 
immigrant from Europe. He will 
naturally say, “If they take away my 
vote they may take away my pro- 
perty next.” And indeed what's to 
prevent? A Government that will do 
the one would hardly stick at the 
other.

(1)_As Christian Ministers, representing the Churches of Belle- 
ville, we are more than ever convinced of-the righteousness and wis- 
dom of the-total prohibitton of the liquor traffic in Canada. The 
traffic in distilled HMquors (as a beverage) is we believe, inimical to 
the highest welfare and efficiency of the state, both materially and 
morally, and cannot be either palllated or justified by any sane 
body of modern public opinion. * 

(2) We consider that one of the finest pieces of provincfal leg- 
{slation came Into operation on Sept. 16th, 1916, when the Ontario 
Government's Prohibition Bill came into force and we again place 
on record our appreciation of Sir Wm. Hearst and his cabinet in the 
enactment and successful issue of the Ontario Temperance Act. and 
we associate with the Ontario Government, Mr. Rowell, leader of the 
Opposition and his temperance colleagues In the Legislature, without 
whose hearty leadership and co-operation, this law would never have 
recelved the endorsement of all of this province, in the earnest manner

People have got more or less into the habit of 
eating fish ou Friday only.- Fish are just us appe- 
tizing and nourishing on Tuesdays aud Thursdays 
as ou Fridays, and if you and your neighbors will 
buy fish any day in the week, you-will get cheaper 
fish and better fish. Hundreds of carloads of fish are 
. ‘ s exported frem Canada because the pcople living 
here do not appreciate the value of,fish as a foot, 
and do not buy it as often as they should. 
_ Fish supplies the body with material for building 
and repair, and with cnergy for heat and muscular 
work. The value of any food to the body is reck- 
oned upon its yield of digestible nutrients, ‘chiefly in 
the form’ of protein, fat, starch, and sugar. The 
demand for it frequently. " depends upon its cost. 
Like meat, eggs, and milk, fish yields a great 
deal of protein (the chief body-building material), 
and in many tases at considerably less cost, ¢.z., 


One pound of protein obtained: 


Fronr salt mackerel at 10c per pound will cost 61c. 
‘ ; From fresh codfish at 10c per pound, will cost 90c. 
From halibut, at 18¢ per pound will cost $1:18.

The energy ‘value of a food is reckoned in 
calories. The calorie is the unit of heat or’ energy 
generated in the human body by the assimilation of 
a certain amount of food. Iii other words, the heat 
necessary to raise four pounds of water one degree 
Faheenheit is one.culorie; or, the amount of energy, 
required to raise ons pound one foot, is one calorie. 

The energy value of fish, especially of the oily 
fish, compares favorably with other foods: 


1 pound of salt mackerel at 10¢ per pound gives «998 
calories. 

10c worth of salt codfish at 15¢ per pound gives 360 
calories. 

10¢ worth of fresh haddock at 10¢ per pound gives 

30 calories, 

10¢ worth of sirloin steak at 35y per pound gives 
380 calories. 

10c¢ worth’ of eggs at 50¢ a dozen gives only 190 
calorics.

eral hours in cold, unsalted water to remove some of 
the salt. This water’ should pe chaneed several 
times, or, better, place the pan containing the fish 
under a tap, which is allowed to drip, thus ensuring 
constant change of water. 

Frozen fish must be placed in cold water to have 
the frost drawn out. When this is completed, clean 
and prepare as any other fish, and cook in any 
desired form,

The figures at the head of this ar- 
ticle which were very kindly furni- 
shed us by Jailer Tom Ketcheson 
‘show that the number of committals 
jfor drunkenness and other offences

This 
means a reduction of practically one 
half. These figures are not quite

The 
War Time Elections’ Act chooses, out 
of these two million, possibles, about 
half a  miliion” soldiers’ wives, 
widows, mothers, sisters, and daugh- 
ters, but bar# the door to the other 
million and a half! women who have 
Dot had the bitter joy of sending 
thelr menfolk to‘the war but who 
have been doing their bit just the 
same¢, helping the Red Cross, col- 
lecting funds, and one way or an- 
other assuming their share of the 
burden of war. 

The War Time Elections’ Act— 
such are the cold figures—enfran- 
chises half a million women = but 
leaves a million and a_ half out. 
When one comes to compare the half 
million women who are taken in with 
the million and a half women who 
are deliberately left out, one is con- 
strained to admit that the patriotism, 
loyalty, zeal for the war, and moral 
character of the three-quarters who 
are left out Is at least equal to that 
of the one-quarter who are taken in. 
One surmises that a popular amend- 
ment to the bill would be to give 
every adult woman in Canada the 
vote on the same terms as the men, 
if this ls not done about one million 
and a half good wholesome Canadian 
women will rest under the imputa- 
tion that they were not loyal enough 
to be trusted with the vote in war 
time, Will they sit still under this 
odium? 

it is true that many of these wo- 
men who are excluded would vote 
Liberal, but a Government as con- 
scious of right as the Borden Gov- 
‘ernment says it is ought not to fear 
anything like that. Being “good 
sports” all they ought to ask is fair 
The women of Canada will be 
able to decidd whether a War Time 
Elections’ Act that leaves a million 
and a half women out and takes half 
@ million in, Is fair play or not, 

The bill to disfranchisea million 
and a half Canadian women meets 
with nothing but disgust and Indig- 
mation from all the Liberals. -On 
conscription there were honest dif- 
ferences of opinion in the Liberal 
party inthe House of Commons, but 
on this iniquitous curtailment of 
liberty there is no difference at all.

Having. disfranchised a million 
and a half women, simply by aot 
mentioning them, the War Time 
Elections’ Act next proceeds to dis- 
franchise about fifty thousand pre- 
sumably loyal‘male citizens for the 
sole reason that they are of foreign 
birth. The clauses which exclude 
naturalized aliens of fifteen years’ 
standing as British subjects is not 
only a direct assault on our free in- 
stitutions, but also a gross breach of 
faith, ’

Many Canadian citi- 
zens with German names offered and 
many were refused.+ Many who suc- 
cceded in enlisting were sent back 
when they got to England. The 
enemy-aliens, so-called, were at least 
as eager to do their duty as th 
native-born Canadians. 2 
It is'a safe guess that any enemy- 
allen’ who is bad enough not to be 
allowed to vote is bad enough to be 
interned. Nobody would object to a 
Franchise Act which would exclude 


interned ‘aliens or such. as refuse to{ _ Ae eo Sie 


take the oath of allegiance when 
asked, To go further than that is to 
trespass on our charter of freedom: 
Uncle.Sam, who bas had experience 
with all sorts of aliens for a hundred 
and forty years back, has nover 
dealt with them by taking away their 
votes, His belief is that the cure for 
democracy is more democracy, but the 
Borden Government thinks the otber 
way about. Its idea of rule is the 
horsewhip, 

Afier the war Is over Uncle Sam 
will be able to say “I took away no- 
body's vote.” Canada will have to 
say, “I did, but It was because Sir 
Robert Borden wanted to win an 
election.” The new friend from 
Europe, hesitating between Canada 
and the United States will say, “Me 
for the United States where my vote 
is safe,”* 

The War Time Elections’ Act is 
fraught with apprehensions for the 
immigrant from Europe. He will 
naturally say, “If they take away my 
vote they may take away my pro- 
berty next.” And indeed what's to 
prevent? A Government that will do 
the one would hardly stick at the 
other. —ILF.G, 


THE GERMAN PEOPLE. 


Their Eyes Are Being Opened, 
Though Very Slowly. 

Mr. Gerard has done at least ono 
servige by the. publication of ‘the 
kaiser’s telegram to President Wil- 
son. He has brought it home again 
to.the German people that they have 
really been without self-government. 
And the comments of the Liberal 
German press upon the kaiser’s in- 
discretion of 1914, as now revealed, 
are surprisingly outspoken and »it- 
ter. At first, the oficial organ of the 
Government stated that it was in « 
position to affirm that no such mes- 
sage bad ever been sent by the 
kaiser. But beforp the ink was dry 
on that statement, came the printing 
of the authentic text of the telegram 
in Washington. The point was sure 
to be made in Germany, as {t has 
been with emphasis, that this med- 
dling of the kaiser in foreign rela- 
tions was a distiuc: violation of the 











pledge which he made to the Reich-! 
stag when Prince Buléw was Chan-~* 
cellor and threatened to resign un-' 


less William IL. would agree to keep 
his banda off the conduct of foreign 
affairs. And it is not only the kaiser 
who now comes In for severe arraign- 
ment in the German press. Chan- 
cellor Micbaclis and the new Foreign 
Secretary are sharply taken to task 
for having shuffled and misrepresent- 
ed in the matter of the kaiser’s tele- 
gram. The whole bas been one more 
disagreeable disclosure of one-man 
power in Germany. 

Along with mutterings at all this, 
go the signs of renewed discontent 
over the whittling away of the pro- 
mises of internal political reform. 
The new Prussian franchise is not 
forthcoming. And as for the alleged 
“parliamentarization” of the Minis- 
try,.it is proving to be a good deal 
of a deception. In this connection, 
the speech which Herr Haase deliver- 
ed in the secret sersion of the Reich- 
atag acquires fresh pertinence, Its 
publication was not allowed in Ger- 
many. 
paper, the Berner Tagwacht, carried 
a long report of it. Herr Haase was 
openly incredulous about the {ntent 
to democratize the German Govern- 
ment. The Junkers and the militar- 
ists would not, in bis opinion, sur- 
render thelr power until compelled 
to, ° And he dwelt in a remarkable 
Passage upon the way in which mill- 
tary domination bad been displayed, 
not only in the choice of a new- 
Chancellor, but actually in the mat- 
ter of accepting the peace resolution 
of the Reichstag. Here are~ his 
words: — 

The fact that these generals were 
called in to participate in a political 
crisis throws a brilliant light on the 
condition of our Constitution. And 
yet naive persons still dispute the 
existence of that specifically Prussian 
militarism which permeates our 
whole life, Did not our new Chan- 
cellor declare that even the Reich- 
stag’s peace resolution had first of 
all received the approval of the Sp- 
preme Command? Is there one sing 
country in the whole world in which 
such a thing were possible, In which 
the military are not only summoned 
to direct the military side of the war 
but also the political, and either to 
give the Chancellor the directinos

How to Care for Food 


A food may contain sufficient nourishment to give 
it high value as # food and yet if proper care is uot 
taken of it the food max become unfit for consump- 
lion. 

Foods may be divided into three classes: Those that 
spoil casiiy;‘ those. that do nob spoil "so easily; those 
that may be kept a Jong time with proper care. 


‘Lhe foods that spoil casily are milk, cream, uucuoked 
meat, uncovked fish, certain fruits, such as peaches 
and plums, and vegetables that wilt easily, such as 
Icttuce and spinach. 

Milk and Cream—Milk and cream bottles ~ are 
uaually dirty on the ontside when dclivered to you. 
Wash them carefully, particularly the top of the 
bottle, before opening, so that no dirt ean possibly get 
into the milk or.cream. : ee 

Uncooked Meat—Do not keep your meat in 
the paper in which it is wrapped when bought.

Unwrap it as soon as you get it home and wipe it off 
with 2 clean cloth that has Leén wrung out in cold 


remain in it longer, if you will wrap it in wax paper 
until you are ready to use it. 

Uncooked Fish—Never put uncooked fish into 
the iee-box unless the fish is closely covered. You 
will find a tin lard pail useful for this purpose. 
If the fish is not covered other food in the ice-box 
will absorb the strong odor from it and be made unfit 
for use. id 

Fruits—All fruits should be kept in a cool, dry 
place, and spread out, if possible. j 

Vegetables— Vegetables that are to be ‘eaten 
in a raw state should be washed well in clean, cold 
water, placed directly on the ice, or in a very cold place, 
to preserve their crispness. Lettuce should be care- 
fully picked over and washed at once. 

The foods that do not spoil so easily are eggs, butter, 
fruit such as apples, oranges and lemons, cooked 
meat, and cooked, salted and smoked fish.

When only the 
yolk of an egg is used, the white. may be kept in a 
cup or glass, covered with a damp cloth fastened 
with an.elastic band; or, if enly the white is used, 
the yolk can be kept in the same way. ~ 

Botter—Butter stiould be kept well covered and 
in a cool place. — - 

Cooked Meat aod Fish will keep much better if 
they are well covered: before placed in the ice-box. 


The foods that can be kept a long timc with proper 
care are flour, salt, coffee, tea, all dried groccries, 
spices and chocolate. All these should be kept closely 
covered to keep out dast and dirt. Coffee, tea and 
spices will lose their flavor if left uncovered. 

_ Cheese should be kept in a cool dry place. It 
should be wrapped in a clean cloth moistened with 
vinegar. This will prevent the formation of mould.

Chief Newton's Statement of Condi- 
‘tions for First Year Under Prohi- 
bition and Last Year Under Li- 
cense. 


<The statement that follows we are 
enabled to publish through the 
kindgzess of Chief Newton who. com- 
piled the statistics for us from the 
official records at his office. It was 
ous intention to present these facts 
-with the resume published a week 
ago on the first aniversary of prohi- 
bition, but owing to a sudden bdo- 
Feavement at the Chief’s home. the 
statement could not be prepared in 
time. 

The statistics show a _semarkable 
decrease in arrests for drunkenness, 
amounting to 72. per cent. 

It should also be borne In mind 
that since prohibition went into ef- 
fect the police have been much more 
strict in the matter of making-ar- 
rests. : 
Prior to Sept. 16, 1916, it was the 

custom here, as in many other pla- 

ces, not to arrest an intoxicated per- 
"son unless he was unable to handle 
‘himself or was in some way a nuls- 
ance. { 
Since that date men hare 
variably been arrested whenever 
- they have given evidence of intoxica- 
tion while in a public place.

man victory ‘‘as promised us in your 
despateh of July 1.” Rasputin was 
accused of not keeping faith, and he 
Was reproached with the fact that 
Premier Stuermer was inciting the 
Russians to victory in his speeches, 
“His triumphant telegrams ‘to Mr. 
Asquith must cease. They only serve 
to encourage the Allies,” warned the 
chief German spy. 

He goes on to complain that a 
couple of ammunition factories had 
not been destroyed as ordered, and 
protested that Kartzoff, a clo¢k- 
maker, who had blown up explosive 
works at Viborg, in which 400 lives 
were host, had been arrested and 
shot, together with a woman named 
Raovesky, whose father was in the 
Department of the Interior under 
Petropopoff. Rasputin had informed 
his German paymasters that the pair 
had fallen in love, and that it was 
better they should’ be executed for 
fear they might become dangerous, 
The apology seems to have been 
somewhat churlishly received, and 
the note proceeded to give Rasputin 
instructions to secure the release of 
three or four other prisoners, await- 
ing trial for similar outrages. The: 
letter went on to specify certain am- 
munition works which were to be de> 
stroyed, named the agents who were 
to be entrusted with the various 
tasks, and also the amount of money 
he was to pay out in each case. In 
parenthesis ft is to be noted that in 
the Rasputin dossier were found one 
hundred advice ‘notes of German 
money paid to the monk through the 
most unsuspicious channels, 

He was instructed with consider- 
able particularity how he should ar- 
range the murder of Korniloff, He 
was to be removed by the accidental 
explosion of a hand-grenade “in the 
same manner in which Gen. Zhukov- 
sky was removed if March last at 
Pultusk.” The chosen assassin was 
to be a soldier named Paul Krizbiy- 
sky, who as a despatch rider had ac- 
cess to headquarters.’ He'was to pre- 
tend to be examining a bomb, “a 
pineapple one in preference,” 4 and 
release the pin by accident. For this 
service he was to get 18,000 roubles. 
The attempt was made upon Korni- 
loff ten days later. .The general's 
horse was killed on the spot, but 
Korailoff escaped with a cut on the 
face.

ARMY NEEDS . MISUNDERSTOOD 


Popular Misconceptions as to C.E.F. 
are Being Cleared Up. 


Oe ee eee eee a ae 


Ottawa, Sept. 25.—Serious -mis- 
understandings with regard to the 
Military Service Act ‘are being clear- 
ed up as a result of the educational 
campaign now being conducted by 
the Military Service Council. This 
non-partisan body is now establish- 
ed here and its activities cover the 
Dominion from coast to coast. 

It has been found out that the 
majority of people har an {idea that 
men selected for service under the 
Military Service Act would be pald 
at the rate of a few cents a day, 
this being part of the popular con- 
ception of “conscription.” As a 
matter of fact, of course, selected 
men will receive exactly the same 
pay as those who have volunteered, 
with ‘all the incidental benefits 
from the various funds. 

Again, there was an {dea wide- 
spread” that all the men who have 
gone overseas are fighting troops, 
ready to enter the trenches at a 
moment's notice. This idea was at 
the root of much honest disapproval 
of the Military ‘Service Act, which 
was held to be unnecessary. As a 
matter of fact, again, there are a 
hundred and one different end essen- 
{lal brancheg of the service behind 
the lines for which men are cons- 
tantly needed. Besides, only men in 
the highest physical condition are 
Permitted to go to the front line 
trenches. To understand this actual 
situation is to appreciate that the 
existence of the considerable num- 
ber of men in reserve may not 
mean—and in this case, does not 
mean—the existence of adequate re- 
inforcements fit and ready to join 
particular units -when urgently 
ngeded to save the military situation

i fact official scheme has been worked 
out for the complete suppression of 
an existence around which has 
weaved so much of the glamor of 
romance, Travelling caravans are to 
be held up by the authorities wher- 
ever they are encountered, and their 
members distributed among the com- 
munities to which they belong, sup- 
posing such identification is possible. 

ise they are to be incorporat- 
ed in the community among which 
their last balt was made. The cara- 
vans, horses, and other moveable 
property is to be sold by the Btate, 
and the sums realized are to be ad- 
ministered by the authorities on 
their behalf, the money being 
in the frst place for the building of 
permanent dwellings, the purchase of 
agricultural implements, and so on, 
If a gypsy family is found to be with- 
out means, the cost of the dwelling 
provided for tt will be borne by the 
State, and at the end of ten years the 
property will be formally transferred 
to the settlers.

14,008 Miles to Enlist. 


When Germany first went crasy 
and thought she could ‘‘clean up” 
Great Britain and several other na- 
tions, says a writer in the Wide 
World, { was in the Hawailan Is- 
lands. I soon decided to take a hand 
in the big “scrap,” but not being 
flush of money (I had to travel the 
“hobo” and “working tourist’’ route, 
and this is how I reached London: 

(1) From Honolulu to Portland, 
Oregon, as a stowaway on a lumber 
barque; (2) as a “hobo,” ‘‘beating”’ 
passenger and freight trains, from 
Portland to Galveston, Texas; (3) 
from Galveston to Havre, France, as 
seaman on a cotton ship; (4) on a 
military pass from Havre to London. 

The journey took over two months, 
‘the distance travelled being close on 
fourteen thousand miles, and not 
once did FE pay a cent for railroad or 
steamboat fare. 

Ihad several uncomfortable and 
more or less. exciting experiences. 
Mere than once I was nearly frosen 
while crossing the Rockies In Color- 
ado, and twice I was fred at by rall- 
road police,'a bullet going through 
my hat on one occasion. At Las 
Vogas, New Mexico, I was arrestod 
and given sixty days’ “‘road gang” by 
a “hyphenated” J.P., but I escaped 
in, less than an hour by knocking out 
the Mexican-Indian guard.

He told the reporter that all this 
talk about lowering the price of fish 
is nonsense. The, fishermen simply 
can't exist if they have to sell at 
lower prices, and neither can the 
dealer handle the fish for less monet 
ey. He pays the fisherman 8 cents 
a pound for pike and retails them 
at 10 cents. For whitefish he pays 
11 cents and sells for 15 cents, for 
salmon he pays 12 cents and sells 
at 16 cents, The business can't be 
handled for less money and prices 
for other things as they are.

openly taking arms as a German ally, 
Her geographical position makes this 
impossible. By mobilizing along her 
northern frontier she could Madoabs 
edly force France to divert troopense 
this point also?\or she might mpt 
to overrun Portugal, but it is srtain! 
that the pro-Ally sentiment .in the 
country ts strong enough to, prevent 
the military caste taking this action, 
It would provoke a revolution. 

This is the chief problem of King 
Alfonso. . Revolutionary rumblings 
have been heard in Spain for years. 
Barcelona is a hotbed of Socialism 
and anarchy, and it {is curious that 
probably the only Socialists in the 
world who are thoroughgoing in 
their support of the Allies are the 
Spanish Socialists. To them alone 
among Socialists it is clear that this 
is a war between free peoples and a 
dynasty. In Spain the Socialists are 
the best educated of the population, 
They continue an agitation that bas 
for its object the intervention of 
Spain on the side of the Allies. King 
Alfonso, personally, is supposed to be 
pro-Ally, though what is the founda- 
tien for the assumption we do not 
know, unless it be that his wife Is 
an English princess, that he is per- 
sonally democratic, and-that he 
greatly admires the French people, 
and is known to have sought out 
their society. -Alfonso is reported to 
have sald that in Spain only himself 
and the common people sympathize 
with the Allies. 

If he uttered such a remark he 
made a mistake, in the judgment of 
Judson C, Welliver, London corres- 
pondent of the New York Sun. Both 
the hoi polloi and the upper classes, 
in bis view, side with Germany. The 
upper classes favor Germany because 
they see in the junkers what corres- 
ponds to their own aristocracy, More-! 
over, the Spanish military class. is 
supposed to be a great admirer of the. 
achievements of the German -army,! 
and the clericals naturally ,sympa- 
thize with Catholic Austria. Old 
grudges to England, chiefly the rank- 
ling sore of Gibraltar, are recalled, 
} The feelings of the lower classes 

may be due to their suffering, for 
food and other necessities are scarce 
and high-priced in Spain. Mr. Welli- 
ver thinks this is due rather to the 
mismanagement of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment in years past and to the un- 
developed state of the country’s 
transportation facilities. Those who 
have depended for a living on’ Span- 
ish shipping have been thrown ont 
of employment, and among, them 
German’ agents circulate, distribut- 
ing funds and spreading dissension, 
It would appear that the imme- 
diate interests of the King and the 
whole governing class are opposed to 
Germany, for the pro-Germans are 
trying to stir up civil strife in order 
to make sure that Spain will be pow- 
erless to enter thetwar. On the other 
hand, the Barcelona Socialists are 
trying to foment rebellion in order 
to establish a republic, and they 
again are favorable to the Allies. No 
doubt after they formed their repub- 
Ile they would declare war on Ger- 
many, but by the time -they had 
established the new order the war 
would likely be over. Everything 
now depends on the army. It {s not 
large or well-equipped, according to 
present European standards, but it is 
by far the strongest organisation In 
Spain. It ls powerful enough to put 
down a rebellion, and it {s powerful 
enough, if it desired tg throw over 
Alfonso, to usber in a républié. 

One of the most dificult problems 
‘of King Alfonso Is to keep the army 

contented, and this means to: keep 
the army’s pay up to date. This is 
very dificult, and not long ago the 
! army officers organized a secret s0- 

clety which was powerful enough to 
force the Government to yleld im- 
portant concessions. The army's 
example has been followed in other 
quarters, and now there are few 
Spaniards, outside of the peasantry, 
who are not striking, trying to strike, 
or preparing to strike. Secret or- 
ganizations have sprung up in many 
parts of the country, Of these the 
Free Masons ig one of the most im- 
-| portant, and has been ‘in existence 
for many years. It is frankly pro- 
Ally, but as it is not looked upon 
with favor by the King or the Gor- 
ernment this ma another reason 
why his Majesty’é"sympathbies should: 
not be unreservedly on the side of 
the Eatente.

obtained ample details of the condi-}- 


tlons under which the political pris- 
oners of the new regime now live. 
Their cells measure 21 feet long by 
11 feet broad and are comparatively 
high. Each Is lighted by one beavily- 
barred, semi-circular window, built 
into the thick walls so near to the 
ceiling that it is impossible to nee 
through it. The only furniture is an 
fron bedstead and a wooden table, 
both of which are firmly fastened to 
the walls. On the bed are a mattress 
and pillow, both stuffed with straw, 
and a coarse coverlet. The prisoners 
are not allowed to have any of their 
own effects. Even newspapers are 
denied to them. But they” may 
smoke, t 

The prisoners are wakened at 7, 
when they recelve bolling water with 
which to make tea, three-quarters of 
a pound of rye bread and halfa 
pound of white. These form part of 
the regulation ration of the soldiers 
who guard them, and with whom, in 
respect to dietary, they are on equal- 
ity, Then In turn they are given 2 
‘broom, with which they must clean 
| out their cells. During the morning 
j they are allowed. one by one to take 
brief exercise in the courtyard. At 
12 dinner is served. It consists of 
cabbage soup and “kasha.” The 
latter is an untranslatable word, 
which may mean boiled buckwheat, 
porridge, rice pudding, and many 
other things. There is tea again at 
4, and a supper of “kasha” at 7, 

Only on doctors’ orders are any de- 
Partures from these rules allowed. 
Thus the vice-director of the police 
department, Kafafof, who is dia- 
betic, receives a special diet, and 
Mme. Sukhomlinoff, whose health is 
Indifferent, is also indulged some- 
what fn the matter of food. Mme. 
Vulrubova, both of whose legs were 
broken In a railway accident a couple 
of years ago, and ‘who still uses 
crutches, is allowed a couple of mat- 
tresses, and js dispensed from clear- 
ing out ber cell, while General Kom- 
Missarof, who suffers from — nose- 
bleeding, has an extra pillow. In all 
respects the regimen enforced is said 
to be that traditional to the Trubet- 
skot Bastion, except that the medical 
attention ls much more solicitous. 

One newspaper representative, at 
least, found bjs way into the corridor 
in whith the‘cells open. That must 
have been before M. Kerensky lald 
down, bis rigid rule, but even then it 
was dificult enough to get acceas to 
the bastion, This visitor saw several 
of the prisoners through the little 
observation windows in their cell 
doors. Sukhomlinoff met ‘his eyes 
with “a dull gaze.” The ex-War 
Minister “made a painful Impree- 
sion,” 
his grey beard unkempt and dis- 
bevelled. 

“Hangman” Sobleschanskt lay ‘on 
his back om the bed; hardly visible 
through a cloud of tobacco smoke. 
Sturmer sat on his bed, with his 
bent back turned toward the door. 
Protopopoff paced the cell from cor- 

{mer to corner, looking neither to 
jright nor left’and paying no heed 
‘to the stranger who stared at bim. 
Anna Vulrubova sat quietly on the 
bed and crossed herself from time 
to time, 

Three times a week the special 
commission which is dealing — with 
these cases visits the prison for the 
examination of its inmates.” For this 
purpose they are temporarily remoy- 
ed 40 another room.—London Dally

Conse 
quently a seaplane bas more than a 
sporting chance of getting within a 
mile or so of a submarine before it Is 
geen, and if it gets within that dis 
tance it should be able to make things 
very unpleasant for the submarine.

This company had a capital of 
£140,000, of which the Marconi 
company held one-half, the Austral- 
fans some £62,000, and the Germans 
about £8,000. Thus a complete con- 
trol of wire! in Australia passed 
into Australian and English hands, 

With regard to other countries in 
respect of which agreement existed 
with the Germ:in Telefunken Com- 
pany, this was limited to an under- 
standing in so far as the United 
Btates was concerned to the two com- 
panies abstaining from hostile action 
Lett each other until January 31, 

With regard to other countries, 
the nature of the agreement was 


purely commercial, and was brought; 


about as a result of the strength of 
the Marconi company’s patent posi- 
-tion, It served to prevent the Ger- 
man company ousting the Marconi 
company from every country in the 
world by reason of its rulnous prices 
j which the German company were 
quoting at no matter what financial 
loss, no doubt with the German Gov- 
ernment behind them, for the pur- 
pose of obtaining German wireless 
stations throughout the world. 

It is only in consequence of this 
agreement that British wireless sta- 
tions now preponderate throughout 
the world.

Fired on Flag. _ 

The Brazilian navy, which may 
soon be co-operating with Britain's, 
once fired on the Union Jack—for- 
tunately, not In any hostile spirit. 
Forty years ago a couple of ad- 
venturous blue-fackets from a Brit- 
ish warship anchored off Rio de 
Janeiro, climbed to the top of Pao 
d’Azucar, or Sugarloaf, the conical 
peak at the entrance to the harbor, 
and marked their feat by decorating 
the summit with a Union Jack. 

Poa d’Asucar is the most con- 
spicuous Jandmark on the South 
American coast, and the sight of an 
alien flag planted there aroused in- 
dignation among the natives. The 
British Minister apologised and ex- 
pressed his willingness to sce the 
flag removed, As, however, the 
ship containing the culprits had sall- 
ed, nobody could be found to under- 
take the removal, Pao d’Aszucar being 
classed by Brazililans as unclimbable. 
Eventually some Brazilian warships 
tried to shoot the flag off the top of 
the mountain. 

Either because the guns could not 
be trained to the right angle of 
elevation or because the target was 
too narrow, their efforts were in 
vain, and the flag remained till it 
Totted away.— The Manchester 
Guardian,
